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1. held a second meeting with the key office representatives 
to discuss space planning. It was agreed that the 0/CD requirements 
could be met by relocating the biographic register in the North 
Building releasing sufficient space in Riverside Stadium for the 
expansion of the remaining 0/CD activities. The problem of addi- 
tional space for 0/CI, 0/RR and 0/SI can be met in only one of two 
ways: (l) the relocation to South Building or Barton Hall (across 
Independence from K Building) of portions of present divisions which 
do not have to be behind the barrier. The disadvantages of this are 
obvious., especially considering the general requirement that most 
activities must be within the barrier; or (2) the relocation of a 
large activity such as 0/SI to Barton Hall and making the building 
a secure area for SI, including appropriate provision for courier 
service, etc. Further discussions will continue on a preliminary 
and a sensitive basis in an effort to find a workable solution to 
the problem.
